There's  a 
lot  of  hard  work  to  be  done  in  order  to 
make  things  change  but  we  feel  that  in  a 
few  years  we'll  be  able  to  face  them. 

All  in  all  the  year  was  great.  We  have 
enjoyed  being  a  part  of  Fitchburg  High 
and  will  never  forget  our  High  School 
years.  So  get  ready  world  cause  here  we 
come!

Candid  photos  in  the  Boulder  '91 
were  taken  by  students  on  the  yearbook  staff  and  by  pro- 
fessional photographers  of  Yearbook  Associates,  Millers 
Falls,  Ma.  All  developing  and  printing  was  done  by 
Yearbook  Associates  and  J&R  Photos.
